DisrrisuTioN oF Warer anv Eartu.—Wayward 
and irregular as the present distribution may seem, 
yetthere is every reason to believe, that it is the dis- 
tribution exactly suited to the necessities of the earth. 

“What would be the result,” asks Dr. Prout, “ for 
instance, if the Pacific or the Atlantic oceans were 
to be converted into continents? Would not the 
climate of the existing continents, as formerly obsery- 
ed, be completely changed by such an addition to the 
land, and the whole of their fertile regions be reduced 
toarid deserts? Now this distribution of sea and of 
land, so wonderfully adapted as it appears to be to 
the present state of things, depends of course ina 
great measure upon the absolute quantity of water in 
the world, while on the other hand, relative gravity of 
water, as compared with that of the earth, keeps the 
ocean within its destined limits, notwithstanding its 
‘incessant motion. Thus Laplace has shown that the 
| world would have been constantly liable to have been 
deluged {om the slightest causes, had the mean den- 
sity of the ocean exceeded that of the earth. Hence 
the adinstment of the quantity of water and of its den- 
sity, eompared with that of the earth, afford some 
| of the \uost marked and beautiful instances of de- 
sign.

How To WALK o* THE waTeR. Mr. Kent’s (of 
Glasgow) recent invention of a machine by which he 
walks or moves along on the water at the rate of three 
miles per hour, has produced the announcement of 
another noveity of the same description, but which 
seems more extensively useful. The inventor terms 
itan aquatic sledge. Itisthusdescribed: “ Mr. Bud- 
er, Counsellor of Mines at Munich, in Bavaria, 
sorae years ago invented what he termed an aquatic 


sledge, constructed on such a principle that it might | 
be impelled and guided on the water by the rider | 


himse!f, without any otheraid. The first public ex- 
periment was made with this machine on the 29th of 
August, before the royal family, at Nymphenburgh, 
with complete success. It is described as consisting 
of two holiow noes or poatoons eight feet long, 
made of sheet copper, closed onall sides, joined to 
each other in para!'el direction at the distance of six 
feetby a light wooden frame. Thus joined, they
